object velocity and the object acceleration, determining the object velocity and object 
acceleration from at least one signal of the environmental sensor system, where the device 
is coupled to a restraint system and capable of controlling the restraint system as a function 
of the classification of the at least one object and a relative velocity of the object relative to 
the vehicle, and where the classification of the at least one object is one of a first object 
class being a vehicle or a second object class being a pedestrian.
